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Report  of  Local  Executive  Board 

The  following  report  is  condensed  from  the  quarterly  reports  to  the  State 
Board  of  Education  for  the  past  year. 

The  Local  Executive  Board  has  continued  to  hold  their  monthly  meet- 
ings and  to  inspect  the  School  from  time  to  time. 

During  the  first  part  of  this  year,  our  chief  interest  was  the  construc- 
tion of  the  new  shop  building.  Now  that  this  building  is  completed  and  in  use, 
we  feel  it  is  a wonderful  improvement  to  the  physical  plant  of  the  school.  In 
this  building,  a model  up-to-date  classroom  for  the  beginners  in  the  depart- 
ment for  the  deaf  has  been  constructed.  This  is  a big  improvement  over  the 
classrooms  in  the  main  building  and  no  doubt  adds  much  to  the  morale  of  the 
children.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  well  in  the  near  future  for  the 
State  Legislature  to  consider  appropriating  funds  for  the  addition  of  several 
similar  classrooms  to  be  used  for  the  young  children  in  both  the  deaf  and  blind 
departments  of  the  School.  Since  there  is  an  increased  enrollment  this  school 
year,  more  classroom  space  will  be  needed  eventually  to  accommodate  the  chil- 
dren. 

The  members  of  the  local  board  are  interested  in  the  activities  at  the 
School  and  whenever  possible  attend  their  programs.  These  programs  are 
usually  well  attended  which  shows  the  support  of  the  public  to  the  work  at  the 
School. 

The  various  methods  of  economy  used  by  Mr.  Harris  to  provide  a few 
'^extras’’  for  the  children  is  very  gratifying.  We  are  at  present  interested  in  the 
hospital  barracks  which  will  be  converted  into  a residence  for  one  of  the 
faculty  members.  The  rentals  received  from  this  house  will  be  another  source 
of  income  to  help  in  making  the  life  at  the  School  more  cheerful  and  homelike.

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Superintendent's  Report 

I . 

SEPTEMBER  1955 

To  the  Members  of  the  State  Board  of  Education: 

The  Montana  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  opened  Wednesda/ 
September  7,  1955.  Enrollment  was  slightly  higher  than  that  of  last  year. 
Several  additional  enrollments  are  expected  within  the  first  month.  For  the 
first  time  in  several  years  student  population  will  be  over  one  hundred. 

Physical  Plant 

Contracts  were  awarded  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  for  the 
construction  of  the  new  vocational  building.  It  is  hoped  the  building  will  be 
completed  by  November  1 5 even  though  the  electrical  contract  was  delayed 
by  negotiations  between  the  union  and  the  electrical  contractors. 

Alterations  have  been  completed  to  fit  the  room  used  for  woodwork- 
ing classes  to  use  as  a dormitory  for  younger  girls. 

Staff 

Since  appointments  for  the  current  year  were  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  at  the  April  meeting,  staff  changes  as  follows  have  been 
made. 

At  the  insistence  of  her  children,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Southard  requested 
release  from  the  position  of  Matron,  which  she  has  filled  most  capably  for 
the  past  three  years.  To  fill  this  position  we  have  been  fortunate  to  secure 
Mrs.  Lenore  H.  Powell.  Mrs.  Powell  had  three  years  of  college  in  business 
administration.  She  has  experience  in  business  and  she  has  taken  part  in  many- 
civic  activities  such  as  Business  and  Professional  Women,  Civil  Defense  and 
youth  activities.  Her  children  are  grown  and  she  was  recently  widowed. 

At  the  November  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  approval 
was  given  for  budgeting  for  a second  relief  supervisor  (housemother)  in  order 
to  allow  housemothers  more  time  off.  The  budget  was  allowed.  Mrs.  Nettie 
Hankins  has  been  secured  for  this  position. 

Mrs.  Iva  Richter  has  been  appointed  to  the  position  of  teacher  of  the 
blind.  Mrs.  Richter  has  had  fifteen  years  of  successful  teaching  as  a primary' 
teacher  of  rural  schools.  She  is  well  recommended  and  she  took  summer  work 
in  college  to  help  with  teaching  the  blind.  She  holds  a Montana  teaching 
certificate.  This  position  was  made  vacant  by  Mrs.  Blanchard,  a young  widow, 
resigning  to  marry. 

Mr.  Alan  Barker,  a young  deaf  man  who  is  a graduate  of  Dunwoodie 
Baking  Institute,  has  been  selected  as  baker.  He  has  been  baking  in  a large 
hospital.  This  position  was  made  vacant  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Hattie  Travis  on 
July  2 after  nine  years  of  faithful  service  to  the  school. 

Baking  is  a good  trade  for  the  deaf  and  we  hope  to  start  one  or  more 
students  learning  the  elements  of  the  trade. 

Mrs.  Pearl  Johnson  has  been  selected  as  housemother  for  younger 
boys.  This  position  was  vacated  by  Mrs.  Mary  Meins  who  is  changing  to  the 
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position  of  laundry  helper.  After  ten  years  as  housemother,  Mrs.  Meins 
wants  to  work  where  she  is  not  on  duty  day  and  night. 

We  appreciate  all  staff  members  completing  the  fiscal  year  so  no 
changes  were  necessary  during  the  school  term.  We  deeply  regret  the  passing 
of  Mrs.  Travis  and  the  poor  health  of  Mrs.  Pfluger. 

LOCAL  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  a word  of  appreciation  to 
the  members  of  the  Local  Executive  Board  for  their  continued  interest  and 
assistance  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  school  and  in  public  relations. 

GIFT 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  that  the  Great  Northern  Railway,  at  the  re- 
quest of  Mr.  H.  J.  Surles,  District  Superintendent,  presented  two  original 
Fery  oil  paintings  of  Glacier  Park  scenes  to  the  school.  These  paintings  are 
four  feet  by  six  feet  and  they  add  beauty  to  the  study  hall. 

SCHOOL  WORK 

It  will  be  possible  to  conduct  woodworking  classes  in  the  shop  of  the 
boiler  room  until  the  new  vocational  building  is  complete.  It  is  planned  to 
move  to  the  new  building  during  the  school  year.  This  should  not  interrupt 
school  work  unduly. 

Academic  progress  should  be  satisfactory  as  there  was  little  change 
in  the  teaching  staff. 

JANUARY  1956 
STUDENTS 

The  student  population  is  101  this  year.  The  enrollment  divides  as 

follows: 

Deaf  Girls  32  Blind  Girls  15 

Deaf  Boys  39  Blind  Boys  15 

71  30 

Two  more  girls  are  expected  to  enter  the  department  for  the  blind  as 
their  parents  moved  here  from  Idaho. 

This  past  spring  two  members  of  the  Junior  Class  in  the  Montana 
School  were  among  candidates  taking  the  entrance  examinations  for  Gallaudet 
College,  Washington,  D.C.  Robert  Herbold  and  Nelly  Nerhus,  both  17  years 
of  age,  passed  the  qualifying  tests,  along  with  some  100  deaf  students  from  all 
over  the  United  States. 

These  tests  made  them  eligible  for  the  preparatory  year  at  the  national 
college,  the  world’s  only  institution  for  higher  education  of  the  deaf  and  hard 
of  hearing.  Upon  arrival  in  Washington,  however,  the  group  was  given 
another  test  and  our  Montana  students  were  among  the  16  that  qualified  for

freshman  year  work  and  were  jumped  to  the  Freshman  class. 

The  other  Montana  student  attending  Gallaudet  is  Gerald  Warner, 
now  a senior.  He  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  E.  Warner  of  Great  Falls. 
Robert  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fulton  Herbold  of  Hingham,  and  Nelly’s 
parents  are  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hector  Nerhus  of  Billings. 

Three  blind  graduates  of  this  school,  attending  Montana  institutions 
of  higher  learning  have  received  checks  for  a hundred  dollars  each  to  aid 
them  in  continuing  their  studies. 

Adranne  Newman,  a junior  in  the  department  of  social  science  at 
Montana  State  University,  received  the  Rotana  scholarship  award. 

Mary  Louis  Kennedy,  a sophomore  at  Northern  Montana  College 
received  a like  award  from  the  Montana  Optometrical  Association  Auxiliary. 

Paul  Newman,  a sophomore  in  liberal  arts  at  Montana  State  Uni- 
versity recieved  a hundred  dollar  check  from  an  anonymous  donor. 

Students  at  the  school  have  had  a very  satisfactory  fall  scholastically. 
Outside  activities  and  entertainments  have  continued  to  augment  the  school 
program.  The  recreational  department  of  the  city  school  system  has  supplied 
a teacher  for  weekly  classes  in  square  dancing. 

Pupils  have  presented  programs  for  organizations  and  interestea 
groups  have  visited  the  school  on  many  occasions.  The  school  auditorium  was 
filled  to  capacity  at  the  Christmas  program.  An  eleventh  grade  boy  in  the 
department  for  the  blind,  John  Bird,  recently  won  the  talent  contest  on  a 
local  television  program. 

DISTINGUISHED  VISITORS 

Dr.  Romaine  P.  Mackie,  Chief,  division  for  exceptional  children  and 
youth.  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  visited  the  school  for 
three  days  at  the  request  of  the  State  Suprintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

It  was  a pleasure  to  have  the  State  Board  of  Education  hold  the  No- 
vember meeting  at  the  school  and  we  hope  individual  members  will  visit 
whenever  they  have  an  opportunity. 

NEW  BUILDING 

Progress  is  going  forward  on  the  new  vocational  building  although  it 
will  be  some  time  yet  before  the  building  is  completed  and  accepted.  The 
building  is  now  fully  enclosed  and  it  is  heated  so  workmen  can  continue  re- 
gardless of  the  weather.  A great  deal  of  planning  was  done  long  before  money 
was  made  available  so  we  have  great  expectations  for  the  utility  of  the  build- 
ing when  it  is  completed. 

The  State  Engineer’s  office  now  passes  on  workmanship  and  materials 
before  acceptance  on  new  construction.  This  service  is  a great  help  to  any 
institution  with  a building  program. 
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APRIL  1956 
GRADUATION 

Commencement  exercises  will  be  held  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  June 
5.  Five  students  from  the  department  for  the  deaf  will  receive  twelfth  grade 
diplomas.  There  will  not  be  a graduating  class  from  the  department  for  the 
blind  this  year. 

Those  who  will  graduate  are  as  follows: 

Robert  Herbold,  Hingham 
Michael  Kennedy,  Anaconda 
Leonard  Kuehne,  Wolf  Point 
Nelly  Nerhus,  Billings 
Oscar  Wittman,  Huntley 

Two  of  the  above  students,  Robert  Herbold  and  Nelly  Nerhus,  passed 
the  entrance  examination  to  Gallaudet  College  last  year.  They  will  return  for 
commencement  to  receive  their  diplomas  although  they  will  have  sophomore 
standing  in  college  at  that  time. 

Two  boys,  Leonard  Kuehne  and  Oscar  Wittman,  plan  to  take  the 
college  entrance  examinations  this  spring.  The  examinations  are  competitive 
and  since  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the  graduates  of  schools  for  the  deaf  are 
accepted  for  college,  we  make  no  predictions. 

The  field  man  from  the  State  Rehabilitation  Department  will  have 
preliminary  arrangements  completed  for  placement  before  the  close  of 
school. 

Leonard  Kuehne  and  Oscar  Wittman  are  prepared  as  printers  in  case 
they  are  not  accepted  for  college. 

Michael  Kennedy  will  be  placed  where  cabinetmaker’s  skills  apply, 
probably  in  a factory  producing  bridge  tables. 

STUDENTS 

Student  activities  have  been  reported  in  January.  A full  scholastic  and 
recreational  program  is  being  continued  with  recreation  varying  with  the 
season. 

Special  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  testing,  both  scholastically  and 
with  regard  to  handicap.  This  is  done  after  the  first  of  the  year  in  order  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  next  school  year.  Without  annual  screening,  a 
school  for  handicapped  children  could  readily  overlook  the  possibility  of 
returning  selected  children  to  public  schools.  It  could  also  accept  inferior 
school  work  or  overlook  children  needing  advancement  or  repetition. 

STAFF 

Mr.  James  MacPherson,  head  teacher  of  the  department  for  the  blind, 
plans  to  go  to  the  University  of  Texas  for  his  doctorate  in  special  education. 
Mr.  MacPherson  was  a captain  in  the  Air  Force,  resigning  to  take  his  Master’s 
degree  at  Gallaudet  College  in  the  education  of  the  deaf.  He  was  recalled  to 
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service  and  advanced  to  major,  again  resigning  to  become  head  teacher  in  our 
department  for  the  blind  three  years  ago.  He  lias  taken  summer  courses  on 
education  of  the  blind  and  now  plans  to  take  the  broader  field  of  all  ex- 
ceptional or  handicapped  children. 

To  replace  Mr.  MacPherson,  Mr.  Floyd  J.  McDowell,  who  held  that 
position  ably  in  1952-53  is  returning.  He  has  been  in  the  California  School  for 
the  Blind  in  the  department  for  the  deaf-blind  for  the  past  three  years  and 
novv^  wants  to  return  to  his  home  state,  although  at  a reduced  salary.  His  ex- 
perience in  the  field  of  doubly  handicapped  will  be  of  value. 

Because  of  the  increased  enrollment  of  young  blind  children,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  add  one  teacher  in  the  department  for  the  blind  this  year.  This 
was  anticipated  so  it  was  included  in  the  budget  and  appropriations  were  made 
by  the  last  Legislature.  Several  applicants  have  been  interviewed  relative  to  the 
position  but  a choice  has  not  been  made  yet. 

Miss  Louree  Davis,  teacher  of  the  deaf,  will  marry  this  summer  and 
make  her  home  in  Western  Montana.  Mrs.  Viola  McDowell,  who  formerly 
taught  in  this  position,  will  return. 

Mrs.  Irene  MacPherson,  who  has  taught  half  days  in  rotating  classes, 
will  accompany  her  husband  to  Texas.  Mrs.  Carol  Garretson  wishes  to  change 
from  full  time  teacher  to  half  time. 

Mrs.  Mary  Woerner,  who  took  her  teacher’s  training  at  the  Great  Falls 
College  of  Education,  is  doing  practice  teaching  under  supervision  this  quarter 
to  prepare  her  to  take  Mrs.  Garretson’s  place  next  fall.  We  occasionally  take 
a good  public  school  teacher  and  give  her  on-the-job  training  without  pay.  In 
this  way,  we  get  a person  who  can  be  expected  to  stay  for  some  years.  We  are 
glad  to  take  young  trained  teachers  of  the  deaf  for  most  replacements,  but  we 
know  we  shall  soon  lose  most  of  them  through  marriage. 

Miss  Dorothy  Morrison,  who  came  to  us  from  Gallaudet  College  as 
teacher  of  the  deaf  last  year,  plans  to  marry  this  summer  and  make  her  home  in 
California.  Miss  Morrison  has  helped  with  outside  activities  for  older  girls  in 
addition  to  her  class  work.  We  have  not  made  a final  choice  for  a young  deaf 
teacher  to  take  her  place.  We  expect  to  choose  a young  deaf  teacher  who  will 
give  time  for  various  outings  with  older  girls. 

All  appointments  and  proposed  salaries  are  within  the  budget.  At  the 
present  time  we  only  expect  one  change  in  the  household  department  this 
summer. 

PHYSICAL  PLANT 

The  new  shop  building  has  been  completed  except  for  outside  work 
such  as  painting  and  landscaping.  Machinery  has  been  moved  and  classes  are 
being  held  there  in  woodworking  and  in  leathercraft.  We  shall  not  be  able  to 
move  printing  equipment  until  summer  because  the  linotype  and  presses  will 
have  to  be  taken  out  through  windows  by  professional  movers.  This  will  re- 
quire some  time. 

There  will  be  considerable  work  to  do  in  renovating  the  old  shop  rooms 
and  in  preparing  them  for  their  new  use.  Some  repairs  must  be  made  on  the 
roof  of  the  main  building  so  it  will  serve  until  the  next  Legislature  can  make 
an  appropriation  for  a new  tar  and  gravel  roof. 
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JULY  1956 
GRADUATION 

Five  students  from  the  department  for  the  deaf  received  twelfth  grade 
diplomas  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  June  5.  The  commencement  address 
was  delivered  by  Mr.  Lyman  O.  Threet,  Secretary  of  the  Local  Executive 
Board.  Governor  Aronson  presented  the  diplomas  to  the  graduates,  who  were 
Robert  Herbold  of  Hingham,  Michael  Kennedy  of  Anaconda,  Leonard 
Kuehne  of  Wolf  Point,  Nelly  Nerhus  of  Billings  and  Oscar  Wittman  of 
Huntley. 

Awards  totaling  three  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  were  presented  by 
representatives  of  the  Rotana  Club,  the  Heisey  Foundation,  The  Social  Order 
of  Beaucceant  and  the  Civitan  Club. 

After  the  graduation  an  open  house  was  held. 

FINANCES 

Operational  expenses  have  been  rather  close  to  the  budget  for  the 
year  except  that  it  was  necessary  to  pay  the  employer’s  portion  of  the  Social 
Security  for  all  employees. 

The  State  Purchasing  Department  has  continued  to  secure  the 
maximum  allocation  of  surplus  foods  for  the  school  under  the  Federal  price 
support  program.  The  Donable  Properties  Division  of  the  State  Superinten- 
dent’s Office  has  continued  to  make  available  many  items  of  government 
surplus  including  tools  and  dry  goods.  By  taking  advantage  of  these  two  pro- 
grams we  have  been  able  to  meet  the  additional  expense  of  the  Social  Security 
without  overrunning  the  budget. 

State  books  can  not  be  closed  and  audited  until  all  claims  for  the  fiscal 
year  have  been  processed.  It  is  now  evident  that  we  are  safely  within  our 
budget.  We  expect  to  be  able  to  operate  within  the  budget  for  the  fiscal  year 
1956-57  without  seeking  supplemental  appropriations,  barring  unforseen 
emergencies. 

PHYSICAL  PLANT 

The  new  vocational  building  has  been  completed  except  for  a few 
minor  details  which  must  be  corrected  before  final  payment  is  made  to  the 
general  contractor.  Machines  and  equipment  have  been  moved  from  the 
original  shops  to  the  new  building.  Considerable  renovation  and  changing 
will  be  necessary  to  make  this  space  available  for  living  space  for  the  smaller 
girls.  It  is  expected  that  this  can  be  completed  before  the  opening  of  school  in 

It  will  be  a great  satisfaction  to  have  our  little  girls  located  on  the 
ground  floor  with  their  own  housemother  not  only  for  safety  but  also  to  have 
them  separated  from  the  older  girls  whose  interests  are  different. 

It  is  regrettable  that  it  was  formerly  the  custom  to  put  children’s  dorm- 
itories on  the  third  floors,  especially  for  younger  children.  Despite  safety 
precautions  and  supervision  it  was  inevitable  that  some  children  would  get 
screens  open  and  fall  out.  One  of  our  small  boys  had  that  happen  this  spring 
and  it  is  only  by  good  fortune  that  he  was  not  seriously  injured.  We  can  not 
provide  first  floor  dormitory  space  for  our  little  boys  at  the  present  time.  We 
can  only  add  extra  safety  chains  and  precautions  but  future  building  plans 
should  be  made  with  this  in  mind. 
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STAFF 

Shortly  before  the  close  of  school  Mrs.  Sally  McLaughlin  informed 
us  that  she  will  not  be  able  to  return  to  her  teaching  position  as  her  husband 
has  been  assigned  to  Border  Patrol  duty  in  Texas.  This  leaves  us  short  one 
trained.,teacher  in  the  department  for  the  deaf.  Next  year  Miss  Barbara  Clark 
plans  to  retuyn  to  us  after  completing  her  year  of  training  in  education  of  the 
deaf  at  Gallaudet  College.  If  we  are  unable  to  obtain  another  experienced 
teacher  of  the  deaf  for  this  year  it  may  be  necessary  to  request  the  Board  of 
Examiners  to  appoint  Mrs.  Harris  to  this  position  as  was  done  once  before  in  a 
similar  case. 

Mrs.  Lenore  Powell  has  asked  to  be  relieved  as  matron  to  act  as  little 
girls’  housemother.  Mrs.  Esther  Harmison,  who  was  formerly  on  our  staff, 
will  return  to  act  as  matron  (head  of  the  household  department) . 

Several  years  ago  a committee  from  the  State  Board  of  Education 
recommended  the  employment  of  a part  time  secretary  to  assist  our  secretary- 
bookkeeper.  To  date  we  have  used  the  services  of  a high  school  senior  twelve 
hours  a week.  The  addition  of  various  records  have  added  to  detail  work  to  the 
point  that  we  now  feel  it  advisable  to  employ  a regular  stenographer  on  half 
day  basis. 

An  additional  teacher  in  the  department  for  the  blind  has  been 
approved  and  budgeted  for  this  year.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  Mrs. 
Florence  Grimes  return  for  this  position.  She  previously  taught  in  our  primary 
department  for  three  years.  # - 

; ^ APPRECIATION  t 

The  members  of  the  Local  Executive  Board  of  this  school  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  constant  willingness  to  help  the  superintendent  with  his 
problems.  Their  frequent  visits  during  the  school  term  and  their  attendance 
at  school  functions  has  added  much  to  the  general  spirit  of  the  school  family. 
In  addition  the  members  have  done  much  for  public  relations  with  the 
community. 

A word  of  appreciation  is  due  to  the  parents  of  blind  children  who 
live  in  Great  Falls  area.  A number  of  parents  have  made  their  homes  in  Great 
Falls  to  be  near  the  school.  During  the  past  year  they  have  organized  as  a 
group  for  the  purpose  of  helping  the  school  in  any  way  possible.  They  have 
corresponded  with  parents  in  other  parts  of  the  state  and  have  made  ar- 
rangements for  frequent  week  ends  and  visits  in  local  homes. 

We  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  various  churches  in  arranging  for 
our  blind  children  to  attend  Sunday  school  classes  in  churches  of  their  choice. 
In  addition  the  Catholic  and  Lutheran  churches  have  arranged  religious 
programs  espically  for  deaf  children  and  members  of  the  congregation  pro- 
vide transportation  for  the  children. 

Appreciation  is  due  to  groups  and  to  individuals  who  have  consulted 
with  the  school  staff  to  see  what  can  be  done  to  benefit  the  children.  The 
results  have  been  story  hours  for  small  blind  children,  regular  recreational 
evenings  for  older  students,  purchases  of  juvenile  furniture  and  recreational 
equipment  and  numerous  prizes  to  encourage  children  to  strive  for  self  im- 
provement.

Dear  Mr.  Harris: 

Another  year  of  illness  has  come  to  an  end  at  the  School  for  the  Deaf 
and  Blind  as  we  see  the  children  going  home  for  the  summer.  In  looking  over 
the  report  of  the  specific  illnesses,  I think  it  looks  real  good  in  comparison  to 
former  years,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  had  a rather  continuous 
epidemic  of  streptococcus  infections  in  the  city  of  Great  Falls  which  accounted 
for  the  recurrent  illness  that  we  had  at  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind. 
This,  of  course,  could  not  be  helped  but  I am  glad  to  say  that  we  had  no  case 
of  Rheumatic  Fever  resulting  from  these  infections.  I think  this  is  accounted 
for  by  the  rather  quick  reported  illness  of  the  children  by  members  of  your 
staff  and  I think  this  is  commendable.  One  cannot  help  but  feel  that  this  is  due 
entirely  to  the  good  rapport  that  you  enjoy  with  your  whole  staff.  This  helps 
the  doctor  tremendously.  I cannot  say  enough  for  the  cooperation,  efficiency 
and  pleasantness  which  had  been  maintained  in  keeping  a good  health  situ- 
ation at  the  school. 

I wish  you  and  your  staff  an  excellent  summer.

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General  Information 

HISTORY : The  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  was  established  in  Sep- 
tember, 1893,  and  until  1937  was  located  in  Boulder,  on  the  same  campus 
as  the  State  Training  School.  In  October,  1937  the  school  was  separated  from 
the  Training  School  and  moved  to  new  quarters  in  Great  Falls. 

LOCATION:  The  Montana  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  is  situated 
at  the  eastern  city  limits  of  Great  Falls.  Highway  87  and  89  pass  the  school  at 
38th  street.  The  address  is  3800  Second  Avenue  North. 

PURPOSE:  The  school  is  maintained  by  the  state  under  the  direction  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  education  of  children  too  deaf  or , too 
blind  to  make  satisfactory  progress  in  the  public  schools. 

AGE:  Pupils  between  the  ages  of  6 and  18  are  eligible  for  admittance 
but  no  student  who  has  completed  high  school  may  be  enrolled. 

TRAINING:  The  department  for  the  deaf  is  conducted  by  a staff  of 
well-trained  experienced  teachers.  Lip  reading  and  speech  are  the  chief 
methods  of  instruction.  In  addition  to  regular  school  subjects  offered  in  all 
grades  through  12,  vocational  training  is  provided.  Among  trades  taught  deaf 
boys  are:  printing,  woodworking,  shoe  repairing,  leather  work;  to  girls:  sewing, 
dressmaking,  domestic  science  and  typewriting. 

The  School  for  the  Blind  is  equipped  to  give  academic  instruction  either 
in  the  Braille  or  sight-saving  department.  Vocational  training  and  music  are 
on  the  curriculum. 

RESIDENCE:  The  institution  is  a boarding  school,  and  is  in  session 
from  the  second  Wednesday  in  September  until  the  second  Wednesday  in 
June  with  exception  of  Christmas  holidays.  Day  pupils  are  admitted,  but  all 
students  are  entitled  to  free  board  and  room. 

COST:  There  is  no  cost  for  tuition,  books,  living  expenses  or  care. 
Parents  are  expected  to  provide  transportation  for  pupils,  clothing  and  ap- 
proximately ^20  per  year  for  incidental  expenses  such  as  shoe  repairs,  hair- 
cuts, toothpaste,  etc.  Section  1463,  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  codes  of  Mon- 
tana provides  for  county  assistance  for  indigent  families. 

ADMISSION:  Pupils  are  admitted  on  trial  subject  to  their  physical  and 
mental  ability  to  receive  instruction.  Upon  request,  an  application  blank  will 
be  provided  by  the  school.  The  application  must  be  completely  filled  out  and 
returned  together  with  a certificate  of  good  health  and  freedom  from  conta- 
gious or  infectious  diseases.  A transcript  of  credits  or  letters  from  teacher  or 
principal  is  also  required  when  the  pupil  is  transferred  from  the  public  schools. 

HEALTH:  A resident  nurse  is  on  duty  at  the  school  at  all  times  and  a 
clinic  is  provided  for  children  who  are  ill.  Ordinary  medical  care  is  provided 
free  and  operations  and  extended  treatment  must  be  paid  for  by  parents. 

RECREATION:  Pupils  are  given  an  opportunity  for  three  hours  of 
physical  training  weekly  under  direction.  Recreation  ground  and  rooms  are 
provided,  and  school  parties,  moving  pictures  and  other  entertainments  are 
scheduled  regularly.  Pupils  enjoy  skating,  hiking,  basketball,  and  many  other 
types  of  recreation.  Radios,  phonographs  and  pianos  are  placed  in  recreation 
rooms. 
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CLOTHING:  Uniforms  or  special  clothing  are  not  required.  Every  gar- 
ment must  be  plainly  marked  in  indelible  ink  or  by  means  of  woven  name 
tapes  which  may  be  obtained  at  department  stores  or  mail  order  houses. 
Linens,  bedding  and  towels  are  provided  by  the  school.  A list  of  suggested 
clothing  may  be  obtained  upon  request.  Clothing  is  laundered  at  the  school. 

GENERAL  CARE;  Supervisors  are  employed  at  the  school  who  serve 
as  housemothers  and  counsellors.  Nourishing,  well  balanced  meals  are  served. 
There  is  plenty  of  milk,  butter,  vegetables,  meat,  potatoes  and  other  whole- 
some food. 

VISITORS:  Parents,  relatives  and  friends  may  visit  their  children  as 
often  as  they  wish.  Other  visitors  are  welcomed  on  school  days  (Monday 
through  Friday)  between  the  hours  of  9:30  and  11:30  a.m.  and  1 and  4 p.m. 
Groups  of  persons  desiring  to  visit  the  school  may  come  at  the  other  times  by 
special  arrangement.  Pupils  may  go  out  during  weekends,  or  after  school 
hours  with  parents,  relatives  or  friends  by  advising  us  in  advance.  However, 
no  pupil  is  permitted  to  go  except  with  parents,  unless  we  have  written  permis- 
sion from  home.
